New York, Oct. 27.—Brigadier 


General Guy V. Henry, U. S. A., late 
military governor of Porto Rico, 
died a few minutes before 4 o'clock 
thin morning at his home, 139 Mad- 
ison avenue, of pneumonia, aged 60 
years. 


He had been unconscious for sev- 


eral hours, and his end was peace- 
ful. 


At his bedside were all the mem- 


bers of his family except his son, 
Capt. Guy V. Henry, jr., who is in 
the Philippines. 


When General Henry was taken 


ill ten days ago Dr. Smith, a spec- 
ialist in pulmonary troubles, was 
summoned, and he later called in 
consultation two other physicians. 


The patient commenced to sink 


yesterday and in the afternoon be- 
came unconscious. Oxygen was used 
last night in the hope of carrying 
him through the crisis, but it was 
of no avail. His wife, his son Sea- 
ton, and bis daughter, Mrs. Benton, 
the latter of whom arrived from 
New Castle, Vt., late in the evening, 
were with him when he died. 


Lieut. P. £. Frank, of his staff, 


was also at his bedside. 


BORROW IN WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Oct. 27.—The death 


of General Henry was announced to 
the war department today in a dis- 
patch from Lieutenant Traub, aide 
de camp on the .general's staff. The 
interment will be at Arlington na- 
tional cemetery next Sunday. 


The announcement was received 


with h«art-feU expressions of regret 
from Secretary Root, Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin and other high officials, 
as well as from the rank and file 
about the war department, for Gen- 
eral Henry was a well known figure 
here and universally esteemed. 


General Henry's death has the ef- 


fect of leaving vacant the command 
of the department of the Missouri, 
to which he was recently appainted. 


It has the further important effect 


of creating another vacancy in the 
grade of brigadier general in the 
regular army, General Henry stand- 
ing fourth on the list. 


General Henry was a graduate of 


West Point and had seen much active 
service. He served in the war of the 
rebellion and afterwards for a time 
6n the frontier. 
He was a dashing 


fighter and a soldier 
of splendid 


abilities. 
He commonded 
one of 


General Miles' columns in Porto Rico 
and was after the cession of 
the 


island to the United States made its 
military governor.

A WIFE MURDERER HANGED 


REV. E. G. MORRISON DIES AT 


VERNON, TEXAS. 


Crime Was Peculiarly Atrocious, 


But Condemned Asserted His 


Innocence to the Last.

AND GENTLEMEN. 


Dallas, Texas, Oct. 27.- Rev. G. E 


Morrison was hanged at 12 o'clock, 
noon, today, at Vernon, Texas for 
wife murder. He met his death re- 
signedly. 


On the scaffold he said to the select 


party of twenty witnesses permitted 
at the execution: 


'I am innocent. Circumstances 


over which I had no control have 
placed me in this position. I have 
taken my trouble in private to my 


God. 
I admit that I have acted in- 


discretely. I 
have done no worse, 


however, than hundreds of men who 
stand high in the religious, social 
business and official circles of you: 
state. I have done nothing to con- 
fess. I am in the hands of my Ma 


ker. 
He knows I am inocent." 


Morrison's neck was broken and his 
death appeared to be painless. 


The crime for which Rev. R. G 


Morrison paid the death penalty was 
the poisoning of his wife in October 
1897. 
The facts show that for delib 


erate fiendishness they are almos 
without a parallel in the annals o 
criminal jurisprudence. The motiv 
for the poisoning was in order to rl 
himself of a pretty, amiable, loving 
wife, in order to marry Miss Ann 
Whittlesey, a lady possessed of larg 
meas, $100,000 of which was cash.

measure of young Vanderbilt's sacri- 
fice was made public. 


Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, the 


second son, succeeds to the fame nnd 
power of the father, inherits between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000 and all 
the rights of the eldest son.

$6,000,000 less than that of 
the 


other three children—and is but once 
mentioned in the will.

TO CHURCHES AND COLLEGES. 
A legacy of $100,000 is given < to 


the Y. M. C. A. for its work among 
railroad employes.

$200.000 is established for St. Bar- 
tholomew's church and there is an- 
other bequest of $200.000 for the 
erection of a building for church pur- 
poses in St. Bartholomew's 
pariah. 


There are also the following bequests:

of the testator. This clause also pro- 
vides that Alfred will "hand it down 
to his eldest son, and so on clown from 
eldest son to eldest son." 


NO SCHEDULE IN THE WILL. 
The will does not contain a sched- 


ule of property and no estimate can 
be formed of the value of the estate 
except in a very general way. It 
may be months before the apprais- 
ers complete their work, but those 
who are most familiar with the af- 
fairs of the late Mr. Vanderbilt say 
that the fortune is very 
near 
to 


$70,000,000, 


The will of Mr. Vanderbilt is dated 


June 18, 1896, and there are two 
codicils therto, but neither is of im- 
portance or moment. 
The dating of 


the will is significant, as it shows it 
was drawn up just about the time 
that his son Cornelius announced his 
intention of marrying Miss 
Grace 


Wilson. The will was drawn up just 
before Mr. Vanderbilt was stricken 
the first time.

countrymen, 
which, 


though fully appreciated, have pretty 
well nigh exhausted the modest great 
man. 
The entire house was giveu 


over to Admiral Dewey by Mrs. Mc- 
Lean, with whose family he is inti- 
mate. Mrs. McLean is the mother of 
John 1{. McLean, the present Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Ohio, 
nnd the widow of Washington Mc- 
Lean, who during his life was identi- 
fied with several newspapers, particu- 
larly the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


It is the famous old mansion built by 


Governor Rliepliard and is one of the 
historic houses of the city. For years 
it was occupied *y Ihe Kussiau lega- 
tion and has been the scene of many 
brilliant receptions. 


The main entrance faces (lie statue 


of the first American admiral, on Far- 
rafiiit square. There is something quite 
fittlni; in tli" occupancy of this house 
by Admiral Dewey while receiving the 
nation's tribute, as from the front win- 
dows the "third admiral'1 can look out 
upon the statue of the great naval 
commander v\ith whom he fought in 
the early days and from whom he 
learned his lii^t lessons in sea lighting. 


On the ground floor of the house are 


the otlices, Kitchen, pantry, laundry 
and necessary adjuncts. A largo stair 
way of car\ed mahogany leads from 
Ihe great hall to the first floor. Hero 
is the drawing room, great in size, with 
a high ceiling richly and tastefully 
furnished, In which the antique pre- 
dominates.

draw ing room is the ballroom, one of 
the most beautiful in the city. 
The 


walls are Imislied in gold, w i t h which 
the furniture matches to perfection. 
Valuable paintings adorn the \\nlls, 
and u giand piano .stands near one end 
of the room. At one side and one end 
are alcove-, before which, gracefully 
draped, hang curtains of yellow silk 
gold embroidered, harmonizing with 
the \\allN and furniture.

bats a little, for they are in neb strong 
evidence these days that one cannot 
quite ignore them.

cave its beauties uuhonored and un- 
sung. This peculiar style of bat de- 
mands more or less of the empire In 
other articles of dress, and so we see 
the short wnisted gown with a very 
bin gnimpe and the quaint short Spen- 
,-er jackets, besides the ugly long coats 
as they used to be. 


There are shapes of every descrip- 


tion and material, and it Is safe to 
say that no two hats or bonnets aro 
i-xactly alike, for every shape is capa- 
ble of being twisted or bent Into a 
lozeii new forms, so that each face 
may be fittingly framed. The old, old 
'ilk beaver, with Its soft lights and 
shades, is one of the most uncompro- 
mising of them all, and yet it Is pos- 
sible to obtain some new effects from

that by bending the brim this or that 
way or deliberately tying the sides 
lownward with strong ribbon strings 
not less than two Inches wide.

The addition of a velvet rosette 
of very nairow width and perhaps two 
or three rich black ostrich tips make 
of this an elegant and dressy hat.

some cases the brim is made of chenille 
loops so thick Unit they look like feath 
ers closely curled. The crown is of 
velvet nnd the trimming anything you 
want. 
Konnd bolero turbans with 


black velvet brims and light felt 
ciftnvns with velvet bauds are quite 
well liked. These have pompons of 
velvet ribbon or ostrich flues.

WHEATFIEI.D, Ind., Oct. 10.—As the 


Units of all the old oillields are now 
ihoroughly defined and as most of 
them are waning, the discovery of new 
petroleum territory becomes a matter 
of more tiiau local interest. A uew 
field is now coming to-the front here iu 
Jasper county, which promises to add 
very materially to the petroleum out- 
put of the world, though it will doubt- 
ess never rival either the Bradford 
Pa.), Allegheny (N. Y.) or Lima and 
Flndlay (O.) fields. 
Already there is 


seen here something of the excitement 
and activity which characterized Pe- 
iroleum Center, I'ithole, Tarport, Rich- 
)urg and mauy other pioneer oil towus, 
some of which are not now even geo- 
graphical expressions, though the rol- 
icking scenes of the old days are not 
likely to be repeated here or elsewhere. 


A good many prospectors and pros- 


pective operators are here, and the 
;hase for leases is spirited and exclt- 
ng. The development thus far has 
>een iu the hands of a few shrewd and 
?xperienced oil men, and as a conse- 
quence but. little reliable information 
was obtainable before their string of 
test wells was completed and they hail 
picked up a good bunch of leases. 


The first wells, which are within a 


radius of five miles of this place, arc 
mainly natural producers, there being 
a strong gas pressure. The life of the 
wells cannot now be estimated, of 
course, but the indications are that 
hey will not soon run dry. It cannot 
>c expected that the flow will be kept 
up for any great length of time, but 
with pumping this ought to be good L'5 
or 30 barrel territory for a series of 
years. The oil found at Terre Haute 
s produced from this rock, and for ten 
ears one of these wells has averaged 


close to 40 barrels of oil daily. 


The oil is found in the corniferous 


limestone directly under the black nnd 
jrown sholes of the Devonian age. In 
this locality the cornlferotis limestone 
s about 50 feet in thickness and its 
top is from 85 to 100 feet below the 
surface. The formation contains sev- 
eral distinct "pay streaks" of very por- 
ous rock. 


Owing to the oil bearing rock being 


found at this shallow depth an entire- 
ly different system of drilling is used 
in. Jasper county than that employed in

deeper territory. To the old time oper- 
ators of the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
fields tlio drilling outfit is decidedly 
novel and unique. No expensive der- 
ricks, towering 75 feet above the 
ground, arc to be found in this new 
field. 
An inexpensive spidding ma- 


chine, such as is used in the southern 
Oliio "shallow snud" pools, is all that 
is required. The wells are drilled with 
a five and one-half hole into the oil for- 
mation and on being drilled in the 
proper depth, it is given a charge of 20 
quarts of nitroglyceriu. The result is 
pretty apt to bo a "gusher," though 
possibly a moderate one, compared to 
those of the old fields. There are, how- 
ever, yet no "dusters" here. 


The shooting of these shallow wells 


Is another unusual feature of this new 
field. The effect of the explosion of a 
20 quart shell of nitroglycerin so neai 
the surface of the earth is Interesting 
In the extreme, especially to the shoot- 
er himself. 
When lie drops the "so 


devil" which explodes the charge, (ho 
explosive gets mighty pronipt action. 
The debris of rock and Oil is thrown to 
tremendous heights. 


While oIdvtWf» operators, of whom 


there are quite a Dumber now here, 
arc noncommital a? *to the, merits of 
the field, as they afways are ra pioneer 
territory, it fs noticed that they are 
hustling after leases. They "ain't say in 
a word," though they promptly snap 
up all the laud It is possible to lease, 
eveu far in advance of present devel- 
opments. 


The Interstate Oil find Gas company, 


whose office Is at South Bend, has leas- 
ed tract after tract until it undoubted 
ly owns the largest block of prospec- 
tive oil territory in this state. Its toia 
buildings will foot up nearly 40,000 
acres. 


Two of the Interstate company's 


drillers, Messrs. Burns and Moore, 
seem to hurt great faith in the field, 
Burns started in in 1805 and for years 
had charge of the Standard's opera 
tions la Russia and South America 
and Moore received his first lessons in 
the business on Oil creek, Pennsyl- 
vania, In the sixties.

wreck to westbound freight train 
No. 75 on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago road at 3:30 o'clock 
this morning.

You seem to be still closely 
wedded to your "gold standard'' 
vagary and offer to lay your wager 
in gold that you are the disinterested 
luminary which must still guide the 
unsophisticated Hoosier from his low 
estate into the dizzy heights of the 
ineffable. 
You are too sensitive, by 


far, 
Mr. Foster, for one with politi- 


cal ambitions and your efforts to be- 
smirch the honor of your political op- 
ponent were rewarded by having a 
breach made in your own supposedly 
impregnable fortifications. 
Why I 


should take the trouble to prove yon 
innocent of charges which have been 
alleged against your political conduct 
is not easily understood. 
I do aot 


care to give you party standing for 
the reason that you are too «iusive 
and I am not sure that th° demo- 
cratic party cares for your company. 
My statement was in defense of Dr. 
Boswell and not in accusation of you 
I never accused you of appropriating 
public funds to your private use and 
distinctly said in my final remarks 
at the council meeting of October 24 
that I never believed you had taken 
a dime unlawfully. 
The charge thai, 


you were instrumental in building a 
school house in Lakeside on your 
brother's property, in the size of 
which building you anticipated the 
child population of Lakeside one hun- 
dred years, had never been denied. 
I had been informed on what seemed 
good authority that you weie and 
are directly interested in Lakeside 
property. 
If you did not build this 


school house what S. M. Foster did 
do it?

Expan- 


sion? 
There can be but one inter- 


pretation put upon this act and that 


is you used the public funds to for- 
ward private enterprise and are 
either directly, through your own 
holdings, or indirectly, through you»- 
brother's property interests, the ben- 
eficiary of the accident of your elec- 
tion to take care of the people's in- 
terests. Is my contention reasona- 
ble and does the verdict of the peo- 
ple bear out my contention? It does, 
sir. You were violently and emphat- 
ically repudiated by the people. It 
has never been fully explained why 
you refused to accept the Hamilton 
homestead as a site for the public 
library when it was offered you as a 
giatuity. Now, sir, I dtmam' that 
you state succinctly why you did not 
accept this magnificent gratuity on 
behalf of the people, and, if you re- 
fuse to state your reasons you stand 
convicted either of having contem- 
plated private peculation or open 
evasion. 
Your offer is apparently a 


generous one, but in fact at your 
time of life you can well afford tc 
take the chance of winning for the 
sake of a new reputation and the 
hope which such an mdoi sement 
would afford you of future happiness.

old typewriter which was no*- v/oith 
$5.00, but which you, Sam'l. M. TV* 
ter, manufacturer of shirt waists, 
etc., sold to the Hon. S. M. Foster, 
treasurer of the school boa id, Cor 
S50 00, and which is now on exhibi 
tion at the public librniy? If you 
did not sell it directly ' i Hon. S. M. 
Foster, treasurer, did you sell it tc 
some one else and Some One Llsf sold 
it to the Hon. Sam'l. M. Foster? li 
you did do this was my contention 
sustained that "Dr. B. was the only 
custodian who had not profited," etc.? 
Please answer this question by yes 
or no. Did you during your blessed 
reign as treasurer discount orders 
and, if you did, did you tur- the 
money thus wrung from the ncressi- 
ties of laboring men over to iLt in- 
terest fund? 
After you have an- 


swered these questions to my satis- 
faction there will be some more.

"I do not see how it can be 
avoided," said Dr. Hurty, "and it 
will cost Indiana hundieds of thou- 
sands of dollars, as v.'cH as many 
deaths. 
There is smallpox in the 


state, and it will spiead from 
the 


?niall country towns. The trouble is 
they do not know how to handle sus- 
oectecl eases in these small places. A 
tramp or some one else afflicted with 
the disease reaches one of the vil- 
'ages. The local doctor looks at the 
case, and is not certain in his mind 
that it is smallpox. So he talks with 
some other doctors, and the people 
stand around on the corner and talk 
about it. Finally there is a dispute 
.imong the dostors as to what 
the 


case really is, and maybe a week or 
more is lost before those competent to 
decide what the case is are called in. 
In the 
meantime, the contagion is 


spreading, and a number of 
cases 


oome out of this one. There should be 
no delay in handling a 
suspected 


case, and if it turns out not to be 
iinallpox, no harm is 
done.

whole state could be vaccinated for 
less than $30,000. and this would 
save it from a scorge that is sure to 
come."

over which I had no control have 
placed me in tins position. I have 
taken my trouble in private to my 
God. 
I admit that I have acted in-

biisinog-s and official circles o£ you: 
state. I have clone nothing to con- 
fess. I nm in the hands of my Ma- 
ker. He knows I am inocent." 
Morrison's neck was broken nnd his 
death appeared to be painless.

A new 
licld is now coming to-thc frout here in 
Jasper county, which promises to add 
very materially- to the petroleum oUt- 
put of the world, though It will doubt- 
less never rival either the Bradford 
<Pa.), AHeghauy (K. Y.) or Lima-and 
Finality (O.) fields. Already there is 
seen here something of the excitement 
and activity whieli characterized Pe- 
troleum Center, rithole, Tarport, Rich- 
Imrg and many other pioneer oil towns, 
some of which arc not now even geo- 
graphical expressions, though the rol- 
licking sceues of the old days are not 
likely to be repeated here or elsewhere. 


A good many prospectors and pros- 


pective operators nre here, and tbo 
?hnse for leases is spirited and excit- 
ing. The development thus far 1ms 
been iu the hands of a few shrewd and 
experienced oil men, and as n conse- 
quence but. little reliable information 
was obtainable before their string of 
test wells was completed and they had 
licked up u good bunch of leases. 


The first wells, which arc within a 


radius of five miles of this place; arc 
tnaluly natural producers, there being 
n strong gas pressure.

I am in receipt of your note citing 
me to establish your innocence of 
charges which have been Current, 
since your early ambition to becoiu 
a distinguished citizen was grati- 
fied by your election to the school 
board. You seem to be still closely 
wedded to your "gold 
standard" 


vagary and offer to lay your wager 
in gold that you are the disinterested 
luminary which must still guide the 
unsophisticated Hoosier from his low 
estate into the dizzy heights of the 
ineffable. You are too sensitive, by 
far, Mr. Foster, for one with politi- 
cal ambitions and your efforts to be- 
smirch the honor of your political op- 
ponent were rewarded by having a 
breach made in your own supposedly 
impregnable fortifications. Why I 
should take the trouble to prove yo'i 
innocent of charges which have been 
alleged against your political conduct 
is not easily understood. I dc nut 
care to give you party standing for 
the reason that you are too euislve 
and I am not sure that th« demo- 
cratic party cares for your company. 
My statement was in defense of Dr. 
Boswell and not in accusation of you. 
I never accused you of appropriating 
public funds to-your private use and 
distinctly said In my final remarks 
at the council meeting of October 24 
that I never believed you had taken 
a dime unlawfully. The charge that 
you were instrumental in building a 
school house in Lakeside on your 
brother's property, in the size of 
which building you anticipated the 
child population of Lakeside one hun- 
dred years, had never been denied.

There can be but one inter- 
pretation put upon this act and that 


is you- used the public funds to for- 
ward private 'enterprise and are 
either directly, through your own 
holdings, or indirectly, through your 
brother's property interests, the ben- 
eficiary of the accident of your elec- 
tion to take care of the people's in- 
terests. 
Is my contention reasona- 


ble and does the verdict of the peo- 
ple bear out my contention? It doss, 
sir. You were violently and emphat- 
ically repudiated by the people. It 
has never been fully explained why 
you refused to accept the Hamilton 
homestead as a site for the public 
library when it was offered you RS a 
gratuity. 
Now, sir, I demaiu' that 


you state succinctly why you did not 
accept this magnificent gratuity on 
behalf of the people, and, if you re- 
fuse to state your reasons you stand 
convicted either of having contem- 
plated private peculation or open 
evasion. Your offer is apparently n 
generous one. but in fact at your 
time of life you can well afford tc 
take the chance of winning for tr-e 
sake of a new reputation and the 
hope which such an indorsement 
would afford you of future happiness. 
I do not want to meet you 011 the 
other side. I want quiet and rest 
when I die. Besides you don't pay 
when you lose. You offered a wager 
of $3,500 that you never opposed tlic 
building of a public library and 
when it was proven that you did op- 
pose it you did not come forward with 
your money, and now Dr. Boswell has 
got to scrimp and save to pay your 
debt on the library. 
You are a man 


of such violent temper that I do not 
like to ask you questions except by 
telephone, but in order to clarify 
some, things which appear shady I 
must do it. 
Did • you ever Inive an 


old typewriter which.was not worth 
$5.00, but which you, Snm'l. M. Tof 
ter. manufacturer of shirt waists, 
etc., sold to the Hon. S. M. Foster, 
treasurer of the school board, Cur 
SOO.OO, and which is now on exhibi- 
tion at the public library? If you 
did not sell it directly to Hon. S. M. 
Foster, treasurer, did you sell it tc 
some one else and Some One Else sold 
it to the Hon. Sam'l. M. Foster? If 
you did do this was my contention 
sustained that "Dr. B. was the only 
custodian who had not profited," etc.? 
Please answer this question by yes 
or no. Did you during your blessed 
reign as treasurer discount orders 
and,1 if you did, did you tun: the 
money thus wrung from the necessi- 
ties of laboring men over to the in* 
terest fund? 
After you have an- 


swered these questions to my satis- 
faction there will be some more. ~B\:\

SMALLPOX BOUND TO COME. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 27.—Indiana is 


to have an epidemic of smallpox ac- 
cording to the 
prediction of 
Dr. 


Hurty, secretary of the state board of 
health, and the health prophet of In- 
diana. "I do not see how it can be 
avoided," said Dr. Hurty, "and it 
will cost Indiana hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, as v/cll as many 
deaths. 
There is smallpox iu the 


state, and it will spread from 
the 


:mall country towns. The trouble is 
they do not know how to handle sus- 
pected cases in these small places. A 
tramp or some one else afflicted with 
the disease reaches one of the vil- 
lages. The local doctor looks at the 
case, and is not certain in lus mind 
that it is smallpox. So he talks with 
some other doctors, and the people 
stand nround on the corner and talk 
about it. Finally there is a dispute 
among the dostors as to what 
the 


case really is, and maybe a week or 
more is lost before those competent to 
decide what the case is are called in. 
In the meantime, the contagion is 
spreading, and n number of 
cases 


^onie out of this one. There should be 
no delay in handling a suspected 
case, and if it turns out not to be 
smallpox, no harm is 
done.
